There can be ao reason why the 
winter evening public entertainments 
@hich have afforded so much harm- 
less amusement to our community 
with more or less regularity during 
the past six winters here, should not 
be made must successful this year, 
and we attribute so much import- 
ance to them, that we feel our read- 
ers will think the space devoted to a 
few remarks about them not by any 
means wasted. The reason for do- 
)_ g so just now is that so fur we have 
not heard of any active measures to 
organize anything of the kind, and 
the season for them is now well en- 
tered upon, while the existence here 
of so much and varied talent of the 
necessary sert, renders some organ- 
ized effort all that is necessary to 
provide a regular succession of high 
class entertainments such as cannot 
fail not only to coatribute to the 
pleasure, but alsoto the moral and 
social benefit of all the people of our 
town. Six years ago the strong con- 
viction that the best results might be 
expected from the introduction of 
some social recreation ef an improv- 
ing yet not too heavy kind, led to 
the institution of what, for want of a 
better name, were designated Penny 
Readings. ‘The many difficulties in 
the way at that stage of the settle- 
ment’s development drew forth the 
most melancholy  prognostications 
with regard to the result, which how- 
ever were proved to have been 
groundless as the expectations of 
the promoters of the scheme were 
more than realized, and the per- 
formances of the original society 
were pronounced, more especially 
during the second year of their 
course, by competent judges to be 
such as would have deserved credit 
under far more favorable circum- 
stances. ‘The following year the so- 
ciety died a natural death, which un- 
fortunate circumstance was due 
chiefly tothe fact that the, for that 
time considerable, influx of strangers 
had not had time to coalesce with 
the people already settled here. 
rhe amusements provided until last 
winter although excellent pe.furm- 
ances were only occasional and the 
result of fitful efforts. Last winter 
the entertainments, which were all 
formed on the original model, were 
furnished with tolerable regularity 
!n connection with the Young Mens’ 
Literary Society, while others with a 
strictly musical programme were in 
troduced in aid of the newly forméd 
and much appreciated brass tiand 
which is now so pleasant a “sucial 
feature of our town. We may note 
too that asa result of the’ great ‘suc 
fess attending the first attempt at 
p-Ivate theatricals in our settlement, 
offered for the entertainment of his 
guests by a gentleman whose hospi 
tality has often afforded pleasant 
hours to his triends, the performance 
of amateur theatricals became a regu- 
lar institution.
